Dynamite is Placed. 


A charge of fifty pounds of dynamite 
has been placed beneath the bridge and 
a wire made ready to carry a ciin-cnt 
to set off the blast and blow up the 
bridge the moment a mob starts across. 
A notice has been posted to this effect 
and all per-sons warned away from the 
bridge. 
Damage to property had bcL-n 
threatened in Struthers. 


Late reports .said that the situation 
at 
Struthers was 
under control, 
but 
troops will be kept on duty there to 
prevent further trouble. 


One Man Killed; Many Wounded. 


These were the outstanding develop- 
ments today, following the wild scenoo 
Jast night, in which, as an outcome of 
labor trouble at the steel plants in East- 
youngstown, rioters had the little city 
p,t their mercy during hours of terror 
in which anarchy reigned. 


Posses and mobs exchanged shots in 
pitched battle, stores were looted and 
the torch 
of

"wiped out the business section of East 
YoungstoMTi. 
Todaj^ three regiment.'? of

ISSUE STATEMENTS 


Youngstown, Ohio, Jan. 8.—Lead- 
ers of steel strikers and officials of 
the strike-ridden plants here today 
issued statements on the cause of the 
present situation. 
President 
J . 
A. 
Campbell, of the Youngstown Sheet 
and Tube company, said: 


"A majority of the emploj'es of our 
plant who are out of work because 
of the strike wanted to go to work 
Friday but could not because inter- 
fered with by pickcts. 
Police protec- 
tion 
was 
inadequate. 
The 
entire 
plant will now remain closed until 
the authorities provide adequate pro- 
lection for those who wish to go to 
work'." 


Prtsideiit T. E. Bray, of the Re- 
public Iron and Steel company, said: 
'"Commencing January 1, wages of 
common labor at our plant were in- 
creased from 19 to 22 cents per hour. 
Other dates 
will 
be adequately ad- 
justed." 


'i'homas H. Flynn, national organ- 
izer for the American Fedei-ation of 
Labor, Avho is here to try to form the 
strikers into a union, said: 


'•We didn't call this strike, 
couldn't. 
The men were not organ- 
ized. Besides we are not calling any 
strikes. 
We are merely trjing 
to 
organize, men who do walk out. 
But 
even at that the strikers 
did 
not 
start the riot. The guards fired first. 
The riot is to be greatly deplored." 


the United States steel corporation had 
announced its increase of ten per cent 
for laborers.

Fully Hundred Wounded.

Mayor Can-oil Thornton,.'of Youngs- 
town, two miles from the burned town, 
was expected to issue an order today 
closing all saloons ïn the city while ar- 
rangements were being made to restrict 
and perhaps prohibit the sale of fire 
arms, 'if the military did not act. There 
was no liquor question to be settled in 
East Youngstown, for of the, .20 sa- 
loons all but two had been burned and 
they had been'looted. 


When Trouble Began.

Paris, Jan. 8.—Two hundred Montene- 
grins from America lost their lives by 
the sinking of an 
Italian 
steamship 
which struck a mine in the Adriatic. 


The sinking of the vessel with the at- 
tendant loss of life is told of in'an offi- 
cial Montenegrin statement, under date 
of Jan.* 7, received here from Cettinje, 
as follows: 


"An Italian 
steamer 
from Brindisi, 
with some hundred tons of supplies and 
425 Montenegrin recruits from America 
on board, touched

near San Giovanni" Di Medua. The ship 
sank immediately and 200 passengers 
perished. .

Bank. Structure Doomed; 


One of the ' handsomest buildings in 
the village was the banking house of 
G. V. Hamory. The mob paid no atten- 
tion to it until after 10 o'clock. Then it 
was recalled tliat a saloon had stood' in 
that section and there was a rush to the 
place. 
The saloon was quickly looted 
and fired and the flames spreading to 
the bank soon doomed the structure. 
A 
dry goods store near Seventh street and 
Wilson avenue shared a building with a 
saloon. 
The particular party of riot' 
ers who selected it for their prey made 
the mistake of attacking the dry goods 
store first. As they attacked the door a 
man appeared at a window in the living 
quarters above the store and fired one 
shot from his revolver. 


Rioter Falls Dead in Street. 


A rioter, who had not been identified 
this morning, fell dead in the street 
and the rest 
fled. 
They withdrew to 
the other side of Wilson avenue, and 
after 
a 
conference 
tossed 
a 
brick 
through one of the plate glass windows. 
No shot came from above and encour- 
aged they stormed the places. 
At a 
dozen or more places in Wilson street 
barrels of whisky with the heads gone., 
stood in the roadway and surrounding 
them Avere many men and women gulp- 
ing down ' the raw liquor or passing it 
to friends in the crowd who could not 
get close eriough to help themselves. A 
number of clothing stores fell a prey 
to the rioters and almost immediately 
men began exchanging their old clothes 
for the loot they had, this change be- 
ing made in the' street, light almost to 
noon day brightness by tJie flames from 
half-a hundred burning buildings. 


Once Were Frightened. 


Once tbe rioters were frightened. A 
passenger train steaming along the rail- 
road tracks at 
the foot of the 
hill, 
slowed down as it approached the burn- 
ing buildings. 
A shout "the militia is 
coming" and for a minute or two there 
was a pause, but when it was seen the 
train did not stop, the orgie went on. 
By this time so much property 
had 
been destroyed, and the mob had be- 
come so infianied. that the better citi- 
zens of the town had fled. Many fam- 
ilies came to Youngstown and others 
took the street 
oars to 
communities 
further away. 
The 
conviction 
was 
growing that if the disorder spread to 
Youngstown 
nothing 
could 
save 
the 
city. 
Finally a dozen or more citizens 
led by Oscar Discr, city 
solicitor 
of 
East Youngstown; gathered at the po- 
lice station (the fire had not been car- 
ried closer than a block to that struc- 
tureturo) and pleaded with police and 
other citj' offir-ials to attack the rioters. 


Attack the Rioters. 


It was almost midnight 
before 
a 
force of some forty armed 
men 
had 
been gathered in \VTlson avenue. Then 
with Diser to lead theiu they moved 
dchvh the street. 
Only a block away 
the rioters were looting the last- build- 
ing in the block, and the citizens fired 
over their heads. 
They broke and ran 
biit finding no one had been killed they 
turned and sent .shot after sliot toward 
the posse. 
No one was hurt and t-ilc 
posse fired again. 
This time lialf 
a 
dozen or more rioters were down and 
the mob rushed down tlie street. 
TJie 
panic gathered strenglli ajid .scores of 
men, their pockets bulging with loot, 
stumbled over 
each other 
in a 
mad" 
rush to get a^vay. 


Posse Follows Closely. 
The posse followed closely and wherever 
possible chased the rioters Jnto streets, 
men being detached from among the citi- 
zens to round them Up. 
In a short time 
"Wilson avenue had been almost cleared, 
but small squads were scattered about 
thG hillside. 
As fast as possible these 
men were driven to the police station and 
automobiles 
took them to 
Youngstown. 
Some were taken to the Mahoning county 
.iail and others to the city prison. 
By 2 
o'clock this moming more than a hundred 
had been rounded up and brought here, 
while the 
little police 
station in 
East 
Youngstown was filled to overflowing. The 
majority of the men taken were armed 
and many of them under the influence of 
the liquor they had stolen from the looted 
ealoons. 


Clearing the streets grave the Youngs- 
town fire department an opportunity to 
get into East Youngstown and men and 
equipment made the runs of three miles

The Mob Olsappear;s. 


What became of the mob when it fled 
before the bullets of the posse has not 
yet been determined although it ig known 
that hundreds of 
men streamed 
along 
counti y roads leading out of East YoUngs- 
town, while many others made their way 
into Y'oungstown. 
At 4 o'clock ^t was re- 
ported that the mob was reforming on 
the hills back of the village determined 
to attack again, and the posse, which had 
been helping the

ments, and guards were set until the sol- 
diers could arrive. 
General Seaks

ence of the committee in thé room of 
the board of works at the city hall, 
Saturday,' at ivhicli thè reply to ^lajor 
Pond was drafted.

or W. J.-Hosey, the cliairman; Messrs. 
Kobert E. Kelly and Henr\- Hilgeman, 
of the board of works, and City At- 
torney Guy Colerick, the 
four 
repre- 
senting the city, and Coimty Commis- 
sioners W. C. Schwier, Albert J. Black 
and Henry A. Wetzell and County At-

G. Hoffman,

After discussing the plan 
to co-operate with the federal govern- 
ment the following letter was approved 
and forwarded:

The Fort Wayne Sentinel 
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Strength of Woman 
Suffrage 


' 
It will probably be surprising to most people to learn that the 


jBuffrage strength iu tAventy-one states as shown by recent elections 
is greater than tlie tremendous popular vote cast for President Wil- 
S0n in the forty-eight states of the union at the last election. Yet 
these are the figures presented by the Woman's Journal and Suffrage 
News ; the national organ of the e(iual suffrage movement, which says: 
"yiiiee the United States senate acted on the nation-wide amend- 
me]it, 
votes in eleven states have been cast for the enfran- 


chisement of women, 
iiesides this in the suffrage states there is a 
•'solid poi)ular vote of 4,545,811 for president of the United States, 
-^^hc combined sufl'ragc strength, as shown at the polls in only twenty- 
one of the forty-eight states of the union, is 6,435,175, or 142,156 
more votes than President Wilson received at the last presidential 
election throughout the country." 


If tliei-e are those who have been discounting the strength of the 
s]aft'rage cause iu the light of its recent defeats in a number of states, 
Or have been disposed to regard the movement as a wave that is soon 
to recede, a little analysis of the figures will be illuminating. The of- 
ficial vote for suffrage in New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey at the election last fall was 1,149,201. Seven states 
voted on the suffrage question in 1914. They were Montana, Nevada, 
; Qhio, Missouri, Nebraska and North and South Dakota, and in these 
states the suffrage vote was 740,163. Nine suffrage states—Califor- 
nia, Washington, Wyoming, Idaho, Utah, Oregon, Coloi'ado, Arizona 
ind Kansas pile up a popular vote of 2,574,359 more. In Illinois, 
where limited suffrage is accorded the women, the suffrage estimate 
is 1,971,452, based on the assumption that the same percentage of 
women will vote as at the last election in Chicago. This brings the 
total popular sti-ength of suffrage in twenty-one states up to 6,435,175, 
or a figure in excess of the Wilson vote four years ago. Nor is there 
taken into account in this computation the unquestioned suffrage 
strength in those states where an opportunity of expression at the 
polls has not yet been given. It is manifestly going to be impossible 
to refuse a great while longer to listen to a demand backed up by so 
formidable array of votes as the suffrage cause has already mustered.

Editor Sentinel;—Ab president of the 
Fort Wayne 
Land 
and Improvement 
company, since its organization twenty- 
five years ago, I have studied 
closely 
flood conditions in Fort Wayne, as re- 
lated to that beautiful part of our, city 
known as Lakeside. 


In Noah's time there wa« a great flood 
that spread over the face of the earth. 
After many 
centin-ies 
another 
flood 
came iu 1913 that did likewise in In- 
diana, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
In the 
cowse of more centuriea the same thing 
may happen again, but it is foolish t o 
lie awake nights expecting it through 
all these coming 
centuries. 
Use all 
reasonable 
and 
proper 
precautions 
against any such trouble and then rest 
undisturbed. 


Now Out of Danger 
Since the installation of the great 
pump in Lakeside, to care for the storm 
v/aters and sewerage when the sewer 
valves are closed, that section of the 
city is far better protected from any 
possible flood damage than is a very 
large p a r t of the city of Fort Wayne.- 
In fact, one may say, that practically 
all danger of flood waters wetting down 
the dust in the cellars of Lakeside homes 
l:as forever passed. 
I t has just passed 
througli a 21-foot stage of water and 
tlirougli it all every cellar in Lakeside 
lias been "bone dry" while cellars in 
many other parts of the city have euf-^ 
fered with more or less water. 
The re- 
sult would not have been in any way 
different if a 26-foot stage had been 
Bhown—a height to which our rivers 
liavc never reached, except once, in the 
memory of any living man, that being 
the world's second greatest flood, in 1913 
when the waters reached a height of 26 
feet, fi inclies. 


Actual Measurements 
Tn order to know wliat 1 was talking 
about, when I came to writing this let- 
ter, 1 spent a half day, on Thursday 
last, in getting absolute information. By 
actual measurements I found the water 
at a 21-foot stage was eight feet below 
tlie lowest point of the dyke on the 
south and east of the addition. I t there- 
fore, would 
take a 29-foot stt^gc of 
water to overflow the dyke at any point. 
By actual 
measurement .at a 21-foot 
stage of water I foiuul the flood would 
have to rise to a 20 foot, 6 inch stage 
to overflow St. Joe Boulevard a t its 
lowest point. 
It reached that point in 
1913, but is not likely to do so again 
for a liundred years to come. A ^ e n 
St. Joe Boulevard is paved an earth 
dyke three or four feet high made from 
tlie excavation of the street for the 
pavement, should be constructed, highest 
on the river side, to throw storm water 
to the street, instead of letting it run 
down the bank, and sod this dyke when 
finished, 
and Lakeside will have all the 
protection needed at practically no ex- 
pense. 
If you will walk the dyke a t 
high water you will see that there is 
but a very slow movement of the sur- 
face of the water a t a high stage, es- 
pecially a t the banks of the stream, and 
thus little disposition to wash, and a 
sodded bank is an excellent protection 
against whatever tendency of yiat kind 
there may be. Of course, this 
dyke 
must be extended north either to and 
up the old Baker road to high ground 
or else up to the abutment of t h e 
Centlivre bridge. 


That Lakeside Pump. 


For fifteen ye^irs I have told the resi- 
dents of Lakeside, that their danger of 
water in their cellars was from the 
storm waters 
from the lands to the 
north, when the^sewer valves were closed 
and have urged them to put in a pump 
to care for them. 
A t last it was in- 
stalled with a capacity of 5,000 gal- 
lons per minute, which I have always 
contended was even greater than was 
needed. 
Results have proved this. But 
it was wise to err upon the. safe side. 
When it was started the other night 
the sewers were full and the storm 
waters rushing in. In a. few hours the 
acwers 
were 
empty, 
the 
«term 
waters 
cared 
for, 
and 
the pump 
r>a]ling 
for 
more. 
The 
care- 
inkers 
had t o 
stop 
the pump 
to 
let the water catch up. Tuesday night 
heavy rains fell, but like the Ford, the 
pump "rambled right along," and after 
running about four hours in the rain 
storm had again to stop for wont of 
water tc pump. 
Thui-sday, when I'vis- 
ited the pump, when the water was the 
highest, it could only be operated a little 
more than half the time.

board expects to keep a 13-foot, 6 inch 
stage of water in I>elta lake, which 
stage a careful sun'ey shows to be be- 
low the bottom of the lowest cellar in 
Lakeside. 
Please note carefully 
that 
statement. 
At that stage of water in 
Delta lake, it and the lagoons would 
easily take care for a week or ten days 
of the storm waters and sewerage, t n d 
nothing worse could happen than get- 
ting a little water into the lower cellarat 
in the addition. 
Long before that time 
the ^rivers would fall and the pump be 
repaired and running. 
I want to make 
this prediction—no one will ever again 
see a drop of water in a Lakeside cellar 
reason of flood conditions. 


Residents of Lakeside, cut out this 
letter and have it ready for the next 
local editor of a newspaper who begins 
to talk about danger to Lakeside a t a 
21-foot stage of water. 
W e frequently 
have had even a 22-foot stage, but when 
the river is a t thai; height it take» a 
tremendous amount of rain t o raise it 
an additional foot, because of the oTcr- 
flow that then o«:urs of thousands of 
additional 
acres of ground along the 
many miles of river course.

"That the orificial thought had t o 
pass through 
the fire test

could enjoy recognition is but the hi»- 
tory of all real medical progress. Have 
not all reforms in medicine been Ac- 
corded the same hardships? What pl^- 
sician of today Avould or could practice 
medicine without the clinical thermome- 
iter or stethoscope, and what would bii 
diagnosis amount to if he did? 
Yet*it 
is a lamentable fact these two simple, 
harmless instruments were adopted <«lx 
after much opposition was overcome and 
that after many scores of years.- It la i 
known that a dean of college in Eng- 
land was deposed for using a stetho- _ 
scope, and for half a cwiiury this, now 
universally used instrument, was I»'' 
touched. 
DcHaven, the maker of il)e 
clinical thermometer, was denounced ai 
a fool and a quack and it took a huil- 
dred years before tho medical profession 
adopted this little instrument which tp- ' 
day is found in the vest pocket of every 
physician. 


"The French physician that flrst caU- 
cd attention to the use of a ligature for 
the tying of an artery was 
ridieiil^ 
and called reckless 
for 
suspending • 
man's life on a thread, while Hortooi 
who is given credit for being the firet 
to use ether for surgical purposes,- met 
with all the maledictions and vitupera« 
tions that could be h u r l ^ at him, yet 
today the people feel grateful and are 
indebted to him, not only for this dis- 
covery, but also for his courage to pro- ^ 
claim 'it. 
Then there is the well known 
case of Harvey, familiar to every school 
boy studying physiology, as the man 
who described and demonstrated the cir- 
culation of blood, yet he was debjirred 
from practicing medicine. 


"Such, my 
friends, is 
the worI4'f 
treatment and appreciation of the tei|I 
benefactors of mankind, 
not 
only In 
medicine, but in everything else. Counts 
less examples could be given, but it If 
not necessary, neither will that 
dis- 
courage or deter this assoeiatiev from 
doing its duty to the sick."

An4 the amazing reduction of at least 
to6,000.000 annually in the nation's high 
cost of living would be realized if all 
ether communities would follow the lead 
of New York, whose board of health, be- 
ginning January first, will permit the 
isaie of horse meat. 
Chicago housewives 
would gain $720,000 annually if 
they 
Would serve stallion steaks and 
colt 
cutlets; Philadelphia, $600,000. 


These figures are based on a recent 
horse census which shows that the an- 
nual horse 
mortality In this country 
must 
be 
close 
to 360,000. 
Vauling 
each horse at $100, we get the above 
huge total of annual cash wastage in 
.4imerican horseflesh. 
And it must be 
remembered that in part this mortal- 
ity is due to the hard labor demanded of 
the animal. 
If instead of being worked 
to 
death he were carefully bred for 
his food value, at his death he would 
be an asset instead of a loss. 


The land required to reed America's 
26,000.000 horses, experts claim, would 
laise 
produce 
to 
support 
125,000,000 
humans. ^ 


"Then why," ask the advocates 
of 
horse meat, "should this land be devel- 
oped to raising animals which are good 
only for uneconomic hauling and are 
practically valueless at death? 


"Let us turn transportation over to 
the automobile," they plead, "and raise 
horses for food. 
Tlieir flesh is health- 
ful, 
nourishing, and 
some consider it 
choicer than beef or veal." 


To bear this out, Dr. Haven Emerson, 
New York's commissioner of health, de- 
clares: 


"There is no medical or sanitary rea- 
son to prevent equine flesh from becom- 
ing a staple food. 
ITie relative value 
of horscmeat abroad is shown« by the 
experience of our veterinarian. Dr. Ack- 
crman, who found that in Brussels horse 
meat from'England was bringing liigher 
pric«« than Argentine beef!

"Decorated for bravery In the trenches: Sap- 


pers Mauduit and Cadoret." 


A sapper :s a soldier who carries a shovel 


Instead of a rifle. 
He sleeps amid bombs and 


eats on kegs of powder. 
His work Is that of a 


miner and engineer. 
He digs like a mole. 
It 


Is all a part of the great war. 
When he dies in 


action, there is not enough left of him to tell 


the tale. 
There are so few of them together at 


one time that survivors do not count. 
When 


one dies, all die. 


But SappersJVIauduit and Cadoret returned to 


tell their story, so the wounded officer recount- 


ed it to the nurs?. 
It stands out alone among 


the many tales of heroes from this war that 


civilized people wage. 


Volunteers were asked from among a group 
of the engineering corps back of the trenches 
near Arras, "somewhere in France." 
Two men 
were wanted. 


For weeks the sappers had been digging "a 
tunnel, just beneath the surface. 
The engineers 
declared the end of the tunnel, which began a t ' 
the outermost trench of the French, must bo 
:lose to the German line. 


At Intervals along the tunnel would be an 
opening, where It ran into and across the crater 
of some shell that had exploded between 
the 
lines. 
The dirt from the tunnel was carried to 
these craters by a system of long ropes at- 
tached to a long, narrow wagon. 


When 
the engineers 
decided as 
best 
they 
could that the end of the tunnel was close to 
the German line, the two volunteers, Mauduit 
and Cadoret, were Instructed to dig deep—to go 
beneath the German trenches. 
When this was 
done, always with 
the danger of the 
trench 
caving In upon them, they were instructed to 
perform a more harrowing work. 
This was to 
dig along beneath the Germans. 
They accom- / 
pushed this. 
Several hundred yards, according 


to the French offlcer, were burrowed each way 
from the main tunnel. 


When the two sappers decided their work was 
ready tor the third and most dangerous atep 
of all, they shook hands that they would carry 
It through. 


They were to go back to the French trench 
for explosives. 
These were to be placed beneath 


the German trench. Time fusei were to be set, 
so that the explosion, coming from the bowels of 
the earth, would iollow one Qnott^er at an Inter- 
val of one minute. 


The French offlcer In cliarge of the 
work 
planned to terrorize tne v»ermanB with the series 
of explosions, then charge wjth bayonet. 
The 
first explosion was to come at th^ ei^d of the 
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thej' judged iheir trench was located. 
The tun- 
nel was so narrow 
the 
engineers could 
not 
make accurate measurements. 


The two men then decided to dig around the 
cave-in and back to their own lines. 
One whole 
day and night they dug, filling up the tunnel 
they had worked so desperately upon before. 
At the end of a day and a night 
Mauduit'a 
shovel went through a thin wall of dirt. 
The 
men crawled back hastily. 


Were they back into their own tunnel? 
Had they circled the cave-in? 
They investigated cautiously, peeped through 
the opening made by the shovel—and saw Ger- 
man soldiers in a trench. 


They had circled the wrong way, and gone 
toward the enemy, the men they had planned 
to kill with dynamite. 


For another day and night the French sap- 
pers dug in the opposite direction^ 
They lay all 
the next day exhausted. 
At night they dug to 
the top. 
Balls of light from both sides were 
hurled back and forth between the 
trenches. 
After a light would sweep over them, 
they 
would raise their heads to inspect the 
open 
field. 
Not far distant they saw what they be- 
lieved was tlie crater of a shell, beyond 
the 
cave-in of their tunnel. 
They decided to run 


for It and again enter their tunrfel if they livei 
that distance. 


They waited until the lights seemed to paus< 
for a u instant and climbed to the top of th» 
ground. 
Then 
they lay 
flat. 
Cadoret 
whis- 
pered that they had better crawl. 
The answsf 
was a 
shaft of light that 
swept 
over 
t h s 
ground, 
making It brighter than 
day. 
Ths 
light left them, then another quickly came. In- 
stantly a shot rang out. 
It came from the Ger- 
man trench. 
The two men sprang, to their feet, 
leaped aside as another bullet whirred by, and 
then ran headlong toward the crater. 


Perhaps it was the surprise of seeing two men 
came from out of the earth, perhaps the" Ger- 
mans could not believe that Frenchmen could 
get so close without dying that caused the bul- 
lets to go wild. 
Anyway, 
according to th» 
French 
officer's story. 
Mauduit 
and 
Cadoret 
did not stop at the crater, nor at the next, but 
continued running amid the fire of the Ger- 
mans and the cheers of their own comrades, 
back to the French line, where both arrived« 
unwounded and none the worse for their ex* 
perlence except for exhaustion.

planned to flee from the tunnel after setting the 
fuses, to the first crater, thinking they would 
have time to get out of the tunnel and away 
from the rush of gases from the first explosion 
In time. 


They had hardly started-back for the explo- 
sives and gained the higher tunnel that led to 
their own, when a shell, flred by the Germans 
fell short of the French and exploded not mora 
than a hundred yards back of them and on their 
tunnel. 


This caused a oave-in. which. It afterwards 
developed, extended jnore than 50 yards on each 
side of where the shell hit, 
Cut off from atr, 
their supply of candles almost exhausted, the 
two sappers dug desperately for the top. 
This 
was reached without difflculty, but they did not 
dare to show their heads. 
They could not tell 
how far they were from the Germans, except by

Strength of Woman Suffrage 


It will prolmlily be surprising to most people to learn that the 


suffrage strength in twenty-one states as shown by recent elections 
is greater than the tremendous popular vote cast for President Wil- 
son in the forty-eight states of the union at the last election. Yet 
these are tlie figures iircsi-nted by the Woman's Journal and Suffrage 
News; the national ougan of the equal suffrage movement, which says: 


'•Since the I'nited States senate acted on the nation-wide amend- 


ment, 1,88!),;J64 voles in eleven states have been cast for the enfran- 
chisement of women. Besides this in the suffrage 'states there is a 
solid popular vote of 4,545,811 for president of. the United States, 
The combined suffrage strength, as shown at the polls in only twenty- 
one of the forty-eight states of the union, is 6,435,175, or 142,156 
more votes than President Wilson received at the last presidential 
election throughout the country." 


If there are those who have been discounting the strength of the 


suffrage cause in the light of its recent "defeats in a number of statea, 
or have been disposed to regard the movement as a wave that is soon 
to recede, a little analysis of the figures will be illuminating. The of- 
ficial vote for suffrage in New York, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey at the election last fall was 1,149,201. Seven statea 
voted on the suffrage question in 1914. They were Montana, Nevada, 
Ohio, Missouri, Nebraska and North and South Dakota, and in these 
states the suffrage vote was 740,163. Nine suffrage states—Califor- 
nia, Washington, Wyoming, Idaho, Utah, Oregon, Colorado, Arizona 
ind Kansas pile up a popular vote of 2,574,359 more. In Illinois, | 
where limited suffrage is accorded the women, the suffrage estimate 
is 1,971,452, based on the assumption, that the same, percentage of 
women, will vote as at the last election in Chicago. This brings the 
total popular strength of suffrage in twenty-one states up to 6,435,175, 
or a figure in excess of the Wilson vote four years ago. Nor is there 
taken into account in this computation the unquestioned suffrage 
strength in those states where an opportunity of expression at the 
polls has not yet been given. It is manifestly going to be impossible 
to refuse a great while longer to listen to a demand backed up by so 
formidable array of votes as the suffrage cause has already mustered.

Yet it 
is a lamentable fact these two limplt, 
harmless instruments were, adopted only 
after much opposition was overcome and 
that after -many scores of years. It It 
known that u dean of college in Eng- 
land wag deposed for using ft stetho- 
scope, and for half a century thii, now 
universally used instrument, WM un- 
touched. 
DeHaven, the maker of the 


clinical thermometer, was denounced HI 
a fool and a quack and it took a hun- 
dred years before the medical profession 
adopted this little instrument which to- 
day is found in the vest pocket of every 
physician. 


"The French physician that first call- 


ed attention to the use of a ligature for 
the tying of an artery was ridiculed 
and culled reckless 
for suspending t 


man's life on a thread, while Morton, 
who is given credit for 'being the first 
to use ether for surgical purposes, m«l 
with all the maledictions and \-itupera- 
tiuus that could be hurled at him, yel 
today the people feel grateful and are 
indebted to him, not only for this dis- 
•covery, but also for his courage to pro- 
claim it. Then there is the well known 
case of Harvey, familiar to every ichool 
boy 'studying physiology, as the man 
who described and demonstrated the olt- 
culation of blood, yet he was debarred 
from practicing medicine.

benefactors Of. mankind, not 
only la 


medicine, but in everything else. Count- 
less examples could be given, but •it it 
not necessary, neither will that dis- 
courage or deter this association from 
doing its duty to the sick."

cave-in and back to their own lines. One whole 
day and night they dug:, filling up the tunnel 
they had worked so desperately upon before. 
At the end of a day and a night Mauduit's 
shove] went through a thin wall of dirt. The 
men crawled back hastily. 


Were they back into their own tunnel? 
Had they circled the cave-m? 
They Investigated cautiously, peeped through 


the opening made by the shovel — and saw Ger- 
man soldiers in a trench. 


They had circled the wrong way, and gone 


toward the enemy, the men they had planned 
to kill with dynamite. 


For another day and night the French "sap- 


pers dug in the opposite direction. They lay all 
the 'next day exhausted. At night they dug to 
the top. Balls of light from both sides were 
hurled back and forth between the trenches. 
After a light would sweep over them, they. 
would raise their heads to inspect the open 
lieid. Not far distant they saw what they be- 
lieved was the crater of a shell, beyond the 
cave-in o£ their tunnel. They decided to run

Then they lay flat. Cadoret whim-

It came from the Ger- 
man trench. The two men sprang to their f««t, 
leaped aside as another bullet whirred by, tad 
then ran headlong toward the crater.

French officer's story, Maudult and Cadoret 
did not stop at the crater, nor at the next, but 
continued running amid' the fire of the Ger- 
mans and the cheers of their own comrade*, 
back to the French line, where' both arrived, 
unwounded and none the worse for their ex- 
perience except for exhaustion.

' The French officer in charge of the worK 
planned to terrorize the Hermans with the series 
of explosions, then charge with bayonet. The 
first explosion was to come at the end of the 


underground ditch beneath the trench. 


Another next further down would come a 


minute later. 


By the time two more had blown up the 


trench, the officer guessed the Germans would 
be fleeing from the death-dealing dynamitei be- 
lieving more was beneath their feet. 


Mauduit and Cadoret, their work of digging 


finished, started back for the explosives. They 
planned to flee from tho tunnel after setting the 
fuses, to the first crater, thinking they would 
have, time to get out of the tunnel and away 
from the rush, of gases from the first explosion 
In time. 


They had hardly started back for the explo- 


sives and gained the higher tunnel that led to 
their own, when a shell, fired by the Germans 
fell short of the French and exploded not moro- 
than a hundred yards back of them and on their 
tunnel. 


This caused a cave-In, which, It afterwards 


developed, extended more than 50 yards on each 
sMc of where the shell hit. Cut off from air, 
their supply of candles almost exhausted, the 
two sappers dug desperattly for the top.
